Seme  years  ago,  when  tho  old  ship 
Lighlheart  was  new  and  staunch,  and 
when  1  had  command  of  her,  there  hap- 
pened on  board  an  incident  over  whieh  I 
have  laughed  many  a  time,  when  nr«?mo- 
ry  has  brought  it  back  to  me.

"  1  have  the  honor  to  report  that  1 
have  today  received  from  MajorGencral 
Samuel  Jones,  commandirg  the  rebel 
forces  in  this  department,  a  letter  stat- 
ing that  five  general  officers  of  the  Unit- 
ed States,  as  prisoners  of  war  had  been 
placed  in  Charleston,  to  be  retained  there 
under  our  fire.  Agains*  this  weak  and 
cruel  act  1  have  protested.  In  the 
meantime  the  fire  on  the  city  is  contin- 
ued. I  respecfully  ask  that  an  equal 
number  of  rebel  officers  of  equal  rank 
may  be  sent  to  me  in  order  that  I  may 
place  them  under  the  rebel  fire  as  long 
as  our  officers  are  exposed  in  Charlston."

of  spectators,  literary  men,  women,  re- 
porters and  others,  were  present  to  wit- 
ness it. 

It  had  been  reported  that  Professor 
Agassiz  would  officiate  at  the  revival  of 
tho  fish  to  remove  the  cerements  and 
earthen  case ;  but,  instead,  Mr.  Barnum 
took  the  stand  himself,  to  explain  and  su- 
perintend the  operation. 

He  held  in  his  hand  a  lump  of  dried 
earth  aoout  (Ui-  ui  civ  inches  in  diame- 
ter, which  he  informed  the  assembly  con- 
tained a  living  tenant.  On  one  side  was 
a  hole,  which  he  explained  to  be  an  ap- 
erture for  purposes  of  respiration. 

The  fish  belonged  to  the  species  ternt- 
ed  by  naturalists  the  Lepidi/serian  an- 
necians,  and  was  obtained  from  the  Gam- 
bia river  in  Wettern  Africa,  some  three 
hundred  miles  from  the  ocean.  The 
first  discovery  of  this  family  in  ichthyol- 
ogy was  made  in  1837,  on  the  bank  of 
the  Amazon  in  South  Airerica — the  Af- 
rican type  being  a  later  acquisition  to 
science. 

It  is  the  practice  of  those  fishes  to  sur- 
round themselves  with  a  shroud  of  leaves 
and  a  cofTir.  of  mud,  there  to  remain 
high  and  dry  for  mouths  or  perhaps  for 
years,  till  the  recurrence  of  a  rainy  sea- 
son shall  dissolve  away  the  earth  and  re- 
store them  to  a  home  in  their  native  ele- 
ment. 

The  negroes  of  Africa,  aware  of  this 
habit  of  the  fish,  are  wont  to  dig  them 
from  their  hiding  places  and  use  ihetn 
for  food. 

Mr.  Barnum  having  concluded  his  ex- 
planation, invited  several  gentlemen  to 
the  stage  to  ii.spect  the  fish  as  it  lay  im- 
bedded. A  careful  scrutiny  showed  a 
movement,  apparently  for  respiration. 
An  assistant  then  brought  a  saw  and  cut 
through  the  earthly  coffin  on  all  sides. 
He  then  pried  it  open  exposing  the  fish 
to  view. 

It  lay  apparently  torpid  on  one  of  the 
pieces,  doubled  up  head  and  tail  togeth- 
er, and  swathed  in  a  fold  of  loaves  which 
wnre  attached  to  its  body  by  a  tenacious 
slirao. 

Mr.  Barnum  caused  it  to  be  passed  to 
the  audierice  for  inspection.  It  was  then 
returned  and  lifted  carefully  off  of  the 
fragment  of  earth,  the  leafy  shroud  was 
Uken  ofTand  the  fish  placed  Lii  a  tank  of 
water. 

After  a  few  moments  it  exhibited 
signs  of  animation.  Its  tenacles  vibrat- 
ed, the  body,  straightened  out  and  it  be- 
:ran  to  move.  It  required  many  min- 
utes before  it  was  fully  restored  to  the 
possession  of  it.s  faculties,  and  certain  in- 
juries which  it  had  sustained  about  the 
tail  greatly  obstructed  free  motion. 

Tiir.  Barnum  received  several  of  these 
curious  fishes  from  London,  and  had 
caused  most  of  them  to  be  opened  in  pri- 
uate  before  venturing  on  a  public  euter- 
ts'rnment. 

The  success  of  the  experiment  was 
such  .as  to  warrant  this  cxhiliition,  as 
any  one  can  perceive  by  visiting  the 
aquaria,  in  which  several  of  these  fi.sh  are 

living.

ORANT's     OPSRAriONS. 

In  like  manner  do  we  la'k  about 
Grant,  and  ainiise  ourselves  over  a  set 
of  facts  which  are  tar  from  amusing. 

We  are  perfectly  satisfied  that  the 
comman<ler  of  the  armies  of  the  Ignited 
>tates  might  have  reached  the  result  he 
now  iiims  tor  wiih  but  a  small  portion 
of  the  lo^s  he  has  now  sustained  ;  and 
that  tno  with  all  allowance  for  the  pecu- 
liar Confederate  ariininetic  which  kills 
Yankees  go  rapidly — on  paper. 

Lieuicii:  nt  General  (iiant  was  greatly 
mistaken  in  his  idea  that,  having  turned 
the  flank  of  Gen.  Lee  in  crossing  the 
Ilipidaii,  there  would  simp|y  be  a  foot- 
race lV»r  iiichmond.  But  two  things  are 
demorstrated,  and  both  are  aerious. 
First,  that  the  army  of  the  L'nion  i.s  bo 
lame  and  powejtui  that  the  usual  mili- 
tary a.xioin,  "  Flatikinj;  is  more  <langer- 
ous  to  the  fliinkcr  than  the  Hanked  "tJoes 
not  apply. 

The  strategy  <if<Jirant  which  consists 
in  simply  witlul rawing  one  wing  at  n 
time  bihind  the  impregnable  masncs  of 
the  center  ami  other  wing,  would  be  full 
of  peril  Were  that  center  and  remaiiiinii 
wing  cH^ntracted  enongli  to  be  enveloped, 
or  weak  enough  to  be  broken,  but  \-i  per 
fecily  safe  as  it  is.  Tlieretore  he  is  at 
liberty  to  play  tricks  in  plain  sight  and 
without  peril,  dimply  because  he  is  too 
big  to  catch.  Consequently,  in  a  succes- 
sion of  tricks,  even  by  one  of  the  mode- 
rate ability  of  Grant,  ther«  is  <laiiger 
that  oric  not  seen  or  foiled  at  exactly  the 
right  time  may  catch  us.

Richmond  and  threatening  the  James 
river  near  the  city,  Leo  has  choice  of 
two  evils.  If  he  keeps  ahead  of  Grant 
and  holds  the  Petersburg  lius  inviolate, 
t'^^'t  flanker  necessarily  gets  between  him 
and  Uichmoid,  and  he  walks  into  ihe 
city  at  his  leistie.  IfLee  keeps  between 
Richmond  and  Grant,  the  latU'r — of 
course — gets  l.>elweiti  him  and  the  South- 
:  ern  Sta  es'  communication,  and  cuts  off 
'  the  oidy  source  ot  supply  now  left,  as 
the  valley  of  Virginia  is  in  the  hands  of 
the  enemy.  If  Lee  wants  to  save  Pe- 
tersburg and  Richmond  b  >th,  he  will 
btve  to  attack  Gr.int  in  one  of  his  craw- 
fish movements,  and  will  have  to  attack 
the  positions  and  intrenchments  which 
the  grand  spade  and  pick  army  never  ex 
ists   an   hour  without.

In  onr  jtidgnient  the  plan  of  the  c«m- 
^aign  is   at  last  developed.       Western 


and  giving  Grant  Richmond,  starts  off 
ahead  of  him  for  Washington,  we  will 
have  the  army  to  subsist  in  the  desert 
waste  between  the  two  capitals  ;  have  to 
make  time  on  foot  that  will  beat  the 
trniisporta  on  the  Potomac  and  Chesa- 
peake ;  have  the  fortifications  of  Wash- 
ington to  storm  ;  and  a  siege  to  stand 
there  should  wi- get  inside. 

We  lose  Richmond  if  we  hold  the 
Weldon  and  Danville  railroads;  we 
lose  the  r.iilroads  if  wc  save  Richmtmd, 
or  we  attack  Grant  in  his  nigb^ly 
trenches  if  we  try  to  save  both.  It  is 
true  that  Gen.  Beauregard  could  still 
keep  south  of  Grant,  and  prevent  raids 
into  Carolina,  but  could  not  keep  him 
from  stopping  the  roads  s>>uth,  unless  he 
has  cnoiign  men  to  attat*k  Grant  in  re- 
verse, and  place  him  between  twit  fires. 
We  hope  Grant  thinks  he  has.  This  is 
a  game  with  no  possible  hindrance,  per- 
f.<-tlv  plain  to  even  such  unmilitary 
comprehension  as  our  own,  and  we  re- 
spectfully submit  that  there  is  no  fun  in 
it. 

The  writer  is  aware  from  personal  ob- 
servation, that  there  is  a  personal  '-opu- 
laritv  and  eiifhusiastie  devotion  to  Grant 
among  his  soldiers,  not  equaled  by  any 
thinsi  ever  .seen  in  that  armv  before — 
nor  surpassj'd  in  the  army  of  L'-e,  and 
very  miieh  li'e  the  love  of  the  0;il 
( Ju  ird  for  Nji[»'le<>n.  Therefore  he  can 
ficht  and  (lank  for  some  time  yet,  before 
they  get  tired  of  it. 

Those  are  fiicts,  plain  as  they  are,  it  is 
not  in  good  sense  t<;  talk  of  the  trap 
that  Sherman  occupies,  or  of  the  bull- 
headed  Grart  butting  his  brains  out 
against  the  ramparts  of  Richmond.

Blucher  and  his  Pipe. 


Here  is  an  incident  of  1815,  which  ihe 
English  journals  arc  relating : 

On  the  morning  of  the  memorable  bat- 
tle of  Waterloo,  Henncman  had  just 
handed  his  master  (Bluch'»r)  a  lighted 
pipe,  when  a  cannon  ball  struck  the 
ground  close  by,  scattering  dirt  and 
gravel  in  all  directions,  and  cansing  the 
white  charger  on  which  Blucher  was 
mounted  to  spring  aside — a  nianeuver 
that  broke  the  pipe  into  a  thousand 
pieces  before  the  owner  had  time  even 
to  lift  it  to  his  lips. 

"  Just  keep  a  lighted  pipe  ready  for 
me ;  I  shall  be  back  again  in  a  few  mo- 
ment.'-, after  I  have  driven  back  the  ras- 
cally French  churls." 

With  these  words  Blucher  gave  the 
command  "  Forward,  boys !  "  and  off  he 
galloped  with  his  cavalry.  Instead,  how- 
ever, of  a  gallop  of  a  few  minutes,  it  was 
rapid  march  of  nearly  a  whole  hot  sum- 
mer day,  as  we  all  know  from  history. 
After  the  battle  was  over,  Blucher  rode 
back  with  Wellington  to  the  place 
where  he  first  got  a  glimpse  of  the  com- 
batting armies,  and  ncaring  the  spot 
where  Blucher  had  halted  in  the  morn 
ing,  they  saw  to  their  surprise  a  solitary 
man,  his  head  tied  with  a  handkerchief, 
one  arm  in  a  sling  and  Ciilmly  smoking 
a  pipe. 

"  Donner  and  blitz  !  "  cried  Blucher. 
"  why,  that  is  my  Henncman.  How 
you  look,  boy ;  what  are  you  doing 
alone  ?  " 

•'  Waiting  for  your  speedy  return," 
was  the  grumbling  answer.  "  You  have 
Cfime  at  last.  1  have  waited  for  you 
here,  pipe  in  mouth,  the  whole  long  day. 
Thi,s  is  the  last  pipe  in  the  box.  The 
cursed  French  have  shot  away  every 
pipe  from  my  mouth,  have  ripped  the 
flesh  from  my  head  and  shattered  my 
arm  with  their  deuced  bullets.  It  is 
well  there  is  an  end  to  the  battle,  or 
you  would  have  been  too  late  even  for 
your  last  pipe." 

Saying  which,  he  handed  Blucher  the 
pipe  to  enjoy  the  remaining  fumes  of  the 
weed.  Wellington,  who  had  listened 
attentively  to  the  conversation,  here  re- 
marked to  Blucher,  "  Y'ou  have  just  ad- 
mired the  unflinching  loyalty  and  brave- 
ry of  my  Highlanders,  what  shall  I  say 
to  this  true  and  devoted  soul  ?  "  "  But 
your  Highlanders  had  no  pipe  to  regale 
themselves  with."

Setting  Fence  PosI*. 

Many  methods  are  recommended 


for 


fence  posts,  but  in  cases  -.vherc  firmness 
and  durability  are  specially  desirable,  I 
know  of  none  superior  to  the  following  : 

Having  selected  your  posts,  remove 
the  bark  from  the  lower  cnd^and  clear 
them  ;  then  finish  the  whole  as  you  pre- 
fer to  have  them  appear  wjien  sel.  The 
holes  for  their'reception,  for  an  ordinary 
farm  fence,  should  never  be  less  than 
eighteen  inches  in  dinmeler  and  two  feet 
nine  inches  deep.  Nor  should  there  be 
any  diminution  of  the  size  of  the  post 
beneath  the  ground.  The  larger  the 
post  is  in  the  lower  end  the  more  firmly 
will  it  set  into  the  ground.  To  supply 
the  material  for  filling  in,  take  common 
lime,  one  part,  house  a>lies,  one  part,and 
coarse  gravel,  two  parts,  slake  the  lime 
with  water  in  which  half  a  bushel  of  salt 
to  oi»e  barrel  of  the  foriner  has  been  dis- 
solved, and  mix  the  materials  intimate- 
ly till  the  mass  is  of  the  consistency  of 
mortar,  then  throw  in  a  few  sh(A-elfulls 
to  constitute  n  bedding,  and  having  set 
the  post  in  the  required  positi(>n,  com- 
mence filling  in. 

Where  the  fence  is  to  be  ornamental 
or  very  strong  and  high,  and  w-here 
swaying  from  the  effect  of  powerful 
w  inds  or  other  causes  is  to  be  guarded 
against,  the  introduction  of  small  stones 
before  the  cement  hardens  will  be  found 
very  desirable..  These  should  be  thrown 
in  as  the  process  of  filling  proceeds,  and 
rammed  down  to  increa.se  the  solidity  of 
the  mass.  This  cement  is  one  of  the 
most  antiseptic  mixtures  known  when 
applied  to  wood  beneath  the  soil.  It 
hari^Hto  the  solidity  of  the  firmest 
graml^and  will  neither  break  nor  crack. 
In  finishing  oil"  the  filling  in,  care  should 
be  taken  to- give  a  slight  elevation  to  the 
mass  immediately  in  contact  with  the 
post,  rising  some  four  or  five  inches  in 
the  form  of  a  pyramid,  to  prevent  the 
water  standing  upon  it.  Posts  inserted 
in  this  way  always  letain  an  erect  posi- 
tion, and  endure  for  ages. — A  Maine  far' 
mer  in  Ger.   Telegraph.

During  the  prcsfiut  week  it  is  the  intention 
to  open  the  dams  on  the  various  tributaries  of 
the  St.  Croix  above  Taylor  Falls,  which  will 
bring  down  a  vast  amount  of  logs.  We  arc 
expecting  lively  times. 


Caloht  Aoain. — Chaklks.  Hansen, 
whose  desertion  and  capture  we  have  had  oc- 
casion to  chronicle  several  times  before,  was 
a»ain  nabbed  by  our  Deputy  Provost  Marshal, 
Mr.  SitT3lot;K,  at  Mcnomonee  about  a  week  tt;;o. 
Mr.  SiTMoiK,  learning  that  Uaxse.v  was  at 
work  on  the  Menomonie  viver,  weal  over  and 
•'  camped  on  bis  track,"  and  in  a  few  days 
Hajism  came  down  to  the  village  of  Menomo- 
nie and  got  on  a  spree,  while  the  Marshal  "  Ui>l 
"back"  and  watched  his  victim  until  he  readied 
the  proper  stage  of  drunkenness,  when  he 
quietly  arrested  him  «nd  brought  him  over  to 
tbi»  place  and  safely  lodged  him  in  the  Peni- 
tentiary, lie  was  taken  lo  Fort  Siiellir.g  list 
Wednesday,  and  it  is  hoped  he  will  not  be  al- 
lowed to  escape  again. 


We  haTe,  m  yet,  no  tidings  from  tli« 
lost  men,  Mr.  Geover  and  Mr.  K.McaT.  It  is 
now  four  weeks  since  they  left  the  camp,  and 
the  last  ray  of  hope  has  departed,  even  tvith 
the  most  sanguine,  that  they  nil!  ever  be  fiund.

We  have  convejsed  with  a  number  of  the  men 
who  have  been  \»p  searching  for  the  missing 
men,  and  every  one,  without  an  exception,  is 
is  fully  of  the  opinion  that  they  have  been  mur 
dered  by  the  Indians.  This  is,  in  fact,  the  on 
ly  rational  conclu.sion. 

A  ridiculous  story  appeared  h»  the  Bnd:;ou 
papers,  about  the  time  of  the  di.-iappcaranee  of 
these  men,  about  a  man  by  the  name  of  liant 
AWAY  having  been  fonn.l  murdered  and  scalp- 
ed in  the  same  vicinity.  There  was,  it  is  true, 
B  man  by  that  name  killed,  but  it  was  on  this 
side,  near  Chengwatana,  over  a  year  ago  ;  and 
the  Chippewas  were  i:ot  in  any  manner  respou- 
sible  or  connected  with  It.  The  man,  llAtH.t- 
WAT,  was  killed  by  a  horse  thief  whom  he  had 
arrested,  with  tb«  prospect  of  a  large  bounty, 
and  was  foolishly  attempting  to  take  to  St. 
Paul,  without  any  assistance.
